I want to take this opportunity 


to offer the following suggestions 


relative to the care of farm ma- 


chinery: 

1, Gather all tools from the 
fields and lanes and put them un- 
der a shed, 

2, Check every piece of equip- 
ment to determine what repair 
work is needed and what replace- 
ments in parts must be made, 
Order New Parts Now and make 


veplacements before machine is 


needed, 

3. Tighten up all bolts, use 
plenty of oil and repaint if nec- 
essary. 

4, Do not sell old machinery for 
junk without determining wheth- 
er or not any part of it is useful, 

5, Sell all junk after you have 


determined that it is junk, Junk 
metal is needed in the National 
Defense Program. ‘The usual run 
of junk from farms is worth ap- 
proximately 40 cents per 100 


pounds.

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HLBA SWAMPS LUVERNE IN 
RAIN AND MUD BY 28-0 SCORK 


It had been charged that Elba's 
Tigers were no sailors; but they 
proved last Thursday afternoon 
that they were very efficient 
“mud-cats” by floundering over, 
under and on all sides of a hope- 
lessly overmatched red-clad crew 
cf gridders trom Luverne, 

A slow rain began falling just 
before game time and gathered 
momentum until by the time the 
game was well under way, the 
Skies were weeping copiously and 
Kiba Field was transformed into 
sScmething resembling a place for 
water sports more than a _ foot- 
ball field. 

The water came down in buck- 
etfuls but the players stuck man- 
fully to their jobs and took it in 
valorous fashion, The ball was 
tem slippery and the footing too 
uncertain for either team to ex- 
hibit its true abilitty; but from 
the outset it was apparent that 
the red-clad warriors from Cren- 
shaw County were no match for 
Coach Radford’s stalwarts; on a 
diry field, in a swamp or anywhere 
else, No attempt is being made 
to give statistics or describe in- 
dividual plays; but an outstand- 
ing feature was Billie Walsh's in- 
terception of a pass and subse- 
quent 60-yard jaunt for a touch- 
down.
